Senator Boyd's bill to regulate the 
use of natural gas was introduced yes- 
terday. It 
provides: (1.) That 
it 
shall be unlawful for any person or cor- 
poration to permanently abandon any 
natural gas well without first securely 
plugging it near the bottom, so that wa- 
ter can not rise up from below, nor sur- 
face water enter from above. (2.) The 
unnecessary waste of gas is prohibited, 
and it shall be unlawful to i^ow gas to 
escape from a new well longer than 
twenty-four hours after its completion. 
(3.) The best materials must be used 
in constructing pipe lines, and the 
mains must be laid not less than three 
feet below the surface of the earth. (4.) 
When pipe lines cross, the second com- 
pany shall lay its main at least two feet 
below the first main, but the owner of 
the first line shall not be allowed to 
charge anything for the privily of 
crossing. (5.) An inspection of the 
pipe lines must be made at least twice a 
year, 
in the 
months of 
October 
and March, by a competent person. (6. 
The use by consumers of more gas than 
is contracted for is mad e unlawful; (7 
In laying pipe lines no land shall be 
crossed without first having obtained 
the owner's consent; if necessary to de- 
termine the value of the right of way,) 
the owner of the real estate shall choose 
one assessor and the pipe line company 
another, who shall assess the amount of 
damage; if the land owner appeals from 
the assessment and recovers judgment 
for more than $5 above the assessment, 
the undertakers must pay such excess 
and all costs. (8) The pipe line com- 
pany shall be liable for all damages re- 
sulting from escaping fifas. 
(9) Viola- 
tions of the provisions of the act. may 
be punishable by a fine of not less than 
$5 nor more than $500, to which may be 
added imprisonment not exceeding ( 
months. (10) Emergency clause.

NEW LAWS! 


Ind., Jail. 18.—There

Seven*! republican members of the 


bouse introduced bills yesterday, pro- 
viding fot more stringent temperance 
laws. All of them vent to the commit- 
tee 
on temperance. Representative 


Oullen'B bill was one of tho num- 
ber. It increases the present license 
foe and provides that in towns or town- 
shipB of lean than 3,000 the fee shall not 
be lees Uian $100; in towns of from 3,- 
000 to 10,000 population, 8150; in towns 
where the population is over 10,000, 
$250. 
The bill, if it should become a 


law, would go into effect May 1, 1890. 
Representative Reynolds, of Wayne, 
presented his high-license and locul- 
option bill, which was before the house 
two years ago, and 
Representative 


Adams, of Morgan, introduced a bill 
making it unlawful for any saloon- 
keeper to maintain & screen in front of 
any door leading to his saloon. 
'Tho'bill of Representative Sham- 
baugh. of Allen, reducing the compen- 
sation of the reporter vt the supreme 
court, provides that that officer shall re- 
ceive an annual salary of $4,000. It 
furnishes him with one competent assis- 
tant, and takes from him all rights to 
the plates from which reporte are 
printed and which have made the office 


GO lucrative in the past. The copyrights, 
it is stipulated, shall be vested in the 
state, which shall be required to print 
1,500 copies of each report. Of the num- 
ber printed two copies are to be fur- 
nished to each circuit court, and the 
balance are to be sent wherever they are 
needed. It also provides that copies 
are to be furnished

25 per cent, above the cost of printing.

Tbe iwricn 
shall consist of one spoiling book, five 
reading books, two arithmetic*, two 
geographies one grammer, one phyw- 
ology, one history and* graded sot of 
•writing books. Tho style and meoaiii- 
cal execution of tho' books must bu 


qual to the beat books mnr in HIW

nion muat secure the copyright of 
item. 
The 
printing is to 


done by contract under the supervision 
of the commissioners of public printing, 
and shall Ire let for ten yearn. 
The 


contractor's bond is placed at 900,000. 
As rapidly as tho books are ready an or- 
der shall be issued by state board of 
education requiring their uniform UBO 
in the sohools. 
The plan of distribu- 


ion is for the trustees of towns or 
lownships to order the books needed 
ibrongh the 'county and state snperin- 
lendente. 
A revolving fund of $60,00t 


M-croated, from which the contractor is 
paid for all the books immediately on 
delivery of them. 
The sum is then re- 


placed when the pupils receive and pay 
for tha books.
